MAN STRUCK WHILE 
CROSSING LINKS.

How a golf ball was sliced and fatally 
injured a man crossing the golf links was 
described at the inquest at Newcastle-under- 
Lyme, Staffordshire, yesterday on John 
Bennett (55), single, of Bath street, New- 
castle-under-Lyme. 

Bennett was passing along a private road 
across the Wolstanton Golf Links when he 
was struck by a ball driven by Mr. Walter 
Ireland, an assistant solicitor to Stoke-on 
Trent Corporation. Bennett died on March 
Sth. ~ 

Mrs, Mary Jane Copeland, of Enderley 
street, Newcastle-under-Lyme, sister of 
Bennett, said that he called at her house on 
March 18th, and she then noticed that the 
left side of his face was swollen, and that he 
seemed drowsy and in a dazed condition. He 
told her that on the previous day he had 
been going with his horse and wagon by the 
golf links and had been hit by a golf ball. He 
complained of noises in the head. His condi- 
tion became worse, and he was removed to 
hospital, where he died. 

Mr. Arthur William Bert Greenwood, a 
bank manager, of Woodland avenue, Wolstan- 
ten, said that he was playing golf with Mr. 
Ireland, and when on the sixteenth tee witness 
looked before driving, and he did not see any- 
one on the roadway which crossed his line of 
sight about one hundred and thirty yards 
from the tee. He drove, and then Mr. Ireland, 
and the latter’s ball, after being held by the 
wind, dropped like a stone and struck Bennett. 

First aid was given, as there was a little 
blood on the man’s cheek, though there did 
not appear to be anything more. 

Mr. Walter Ireland, of Hassam parade, 
Wolstanton, stated that there was no one 
about when he drove, but he sliced violently 
to the right with his ball, which went n ght 
into the wind. 

Dr. R. W. Rae, of Newcastle-under-Lyme, 
stated that when admitted to hospital Bennett 
was suffering from a swelling on the left side 
of his face, and the surface was septic. The 
condition spread to the skull. There was no 
doubt that the blow from the golf ball was the 
cause. 

A verdict of accidental death was returned.
